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MAJOR FEATURES OF THE 
COMMUNITY CENTER/SWIM POOL COMPLEX 



This complex has been designed to meet the requirements of the 
present with enough flexibility to meet the growth needs of the 
future! The Community Center has been developed as a series of 
"pods" clustered around the central lobby/administration area. 
Additional pods may be added as the City grows. 

The Auditorium/Theater room is 64' by 64' and will accommodate 
462 people for lectures and 336 people for banquets. The floor is of 
laminated hardwood parquet and a high beam ceiling adds to the 
feeling of spaciousness for the area. 

The Activities Room is 36' by 36' and will accommodate medium 
sized groups up to 75. Receptions, bridge parties, club meetings, 
etc. will utilize this room often. Facilities have also been provided 
so that tiny tot programs may be provided in this room. 

The Games Room contains pool and ping pong tables as well as 
space for table games. The room will serve as a Teen Center 
during selected hours. 

The Crafts Room will be used by all age groups for many art ac- 
tivities including painting, ceramics and lapidary work. 

The Lounge provides a pleasant informal atmosphere for 
discussions, reading, small committee meetings, etc. The room 
has a fireplace and a kitchenette area to encourage the informal 
leisure atmosphere. 

There are two small Meeting Roomys which are fully carpeted and 
adequate for table games, committee meetings, etc. 



The architectural character of the Community Center is residen- 
tial in scale. Exterior walls are of light brown block and the 
ceiling is of heavy shake. The ceilings are composed of laminated 
open beams with exposed wood decking. Air conditioning is 
provided in all rooms and a central sound system provides for 
background music into all areas. Attractive landscaping and am- 
ple parking are additional positive features of the Center. 



The Swimming Pool is 25 yards in length with provisions for 8 
racing lanes. A small shallow training wing is available for the in- 
struction of young children. The pool area and surrounding 
grounds are well lighted for evening use. 

The entire Community Center/Swim Pool Complex is placed on a 
10 acre site against the western foothills of the community which 
forms an impressive and attractive setting for this major Leisure 
Time facility.

RECENT PARK & RECREATION ACTIVITY 

In 1961, the City of Vacaville assumed full control and respon- 
sibility for the parks and recreation movement, A full-time staff 
was hired along with the formation of a Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Commission, Prior to this time, recreation was a com- 
bined effort of local citizens, School and City cooperation. In the 
past 13 years, the City Council and the Commission have achieved 
remarkable progress by adding some 450 acres to our park land; 
completed our General and Recreation Master Plan; constructed 
4 neighboring parks; completed an outstanding baseball complex 
called Keating Park; and the beautiful historical Pena Adobe 
Park has become a reality. Other areas of progress include land 
acquisition for a large regional Lagoon Valley park; bike-way trail 
planning and construction; and now the completion of our new 
Community Center and Swim Pool Complex. 

The Vacaville Community Center completion culminates an in- 
tensive cooperation effort by citizens, the business community, 
special groups, the Parks and Recreation Advisory Commission, 
and the City Council, It is the biggest effort to date by our City to 
meet the leisure time needs of a fast growing community. This 
facility belongs to the people of Vacaville and is available for their 
use and enjoyment. Private and special interest groups or groups 
sponsoring functions for which admission is charged may use the 
Center according to existing fee schedules and policies. The fee 
system will assist in partially offsetting operational costs. This 
facility will make our community a better place in which to live 
and play. Through recreation lies the gateway to a more balanced 
and meaningful life.
